The  BOSTON  ACADEMY'S  COLLECTION  is  published  in  conformity  with  one  of  the  principa  designs  of  the  Institution,  viz  :  to  aid  in  the 
cultivation  and  advancement  of  Church  Music. 

It  may  be  proper  here. to.  state  that  in  the  preparation  of  this  work,  no  labor  or  expense  has  been  spared  to  render  it  correct,  and  to  enrich  it  with 
new  and  valuable  music,  while  most  of  those  approved  tunes  which  have  long  been  in  general  use,  and  which  are  associated  with  our  most  hallowed 
feelings  the  editors  have  been  tenacious  to  retain.  Numerous  foreign  publications  have  been  obtained,  particularly  from  the  German  schools,  from 
which,  selections  and  adaptat.ons  have  been  made.  To  modify  and  suit  these  to  the  style  and  measure  of  psalmody  in  this  country,  has  cost  an  amount 
of  time  and  labor  which  can  scarcely  be  estimated  by  those  unacquainted  with  the  task.  By  an  extensive  correspondence,  a  number  of  original  tunes 
have  been  procured,  written  by  eminent  foreign  con. posers;  aUo  several  valuable  pieces  from  the  pens  of  our  own  countrymen,  in  addition  to  those 
furnished  by  the  Professors  of  the  Academy.  The  work  is  particularly  rich  in  set  pieces,  anthems,  ice,  which  are  numerous  and  suitable  for  singing 
societies  and  concerts,  as  well  as  for  the  various  services  of  the  church. 

The  Rudiments  or  Instructions  in  Sinjrin^,  prefixed  to  the  work,  have  been  prepared  on  the  Pestalozzian, — or,  as  it  may  properly  be  termed, 
"Nature's  own  system," — by  Mr.  L.  Mason,  being  principally  an  abstract  of  the  author's  "Manual  of  Iustruction,"  and  which  exhibits  in  a  simple 
and  clear  manner,  the  very  successful  mode  of  instruction  adopted  in  the  schools  of  the  Academy. 
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PREFACE

Fia^T  Class.  Gregonan  Chains,  nrramjert  as  nvi  cal  tuuej.  The  Gregorian  Chant  is  llie  most  ancient  erercb  music  extant,  and  ent>  oe  traced  bac*  witn  certainty  to  the  time  of  firs- 
gory,  "r  even  ol  Ambrose,  in  me  tourin  cemurv.  There  is  a  hcuulilul  simplicity  in  these  (Hi. nils,  which  rend  -  ■>  their  performance  peculiars  uppropnale  to  relign.us  purposes.  Indeed, 
tbcir  defuuoaui  elbu  cannot  he  exceeded,  ami  is  hut  seldom  ei|ual!ed.  Il  trives  great  arWlHOHUl  interest  to  the  performance  ol  these  tunes,  In  Know  that  they  a.-'  -J»rived  from  the  sonp* 
of  the  earliest  Christian  worshippers,  and,  it  may  be,  from  ihe  very  lunes  sung  hy  Paul  and  Silas  in  prison,  or  at  the  iiisliluim.i  of  the  Lord's  supper.  Haudiurg' .  p.  76,  I'almos,  p.  86, 
1.  illirop.  p.  135,  OfcOMts,  p.  138,  Calmar,  p.  139,  and  Nashville,  p!  157,  are  of  this  class. 

■Second  Class.  The  old  metrical  psalm  and  hymn  tunes ;  among  which  are  the  billowing :  Old  Hundred,  p.  75,  London,  p  9 1,  Dundee,  p.  94,  Knrfnrd,  p.  107,  Martyr's,  p.  1 10  Elgin, 
t..  119,  York,  p.  119,  St.  Ann's,  p.  124,  and  others.  Some  of  these  tunes  may  he  traced  hack  to  the  nine  of  the  reformation,  a.id  were  among  ihe  first  metrical  liutea  IHIWW  til  iata  the' 
church.  They  have  Keen  used  for  ages,  and  il  is  to  he  hoped  that  they  may  long  continue  In  "animate  the  devotions  of  Christians.  This  class  of  "tunes  will  I*  loon. I  we;1  odaitu!  to  I* 
sung  hy  the  whole  congregation.  They  were  originally  intended  lor  this  purpose,  and  fpr  a  long  time  were  used  in  no  oil  ,r  way  ;  indeed  the  full  eirocl  of  them  cannot  be  produced  hy  a  ehoir 
of  hity      *ixty  performers.    It  depends  on  power,  and  such  n  degree  of  power  is  necessary  as  can  he  obtained  only  b,  ihe  union  of  hundreds  of  voices,  or  of  vouch  and  instrument*  united. 

Thibd  Class.  Tunes  in  a  chanting  style,  many  of  which  arc  derived  (mm  the  compositions  of  the  most  celebrated  masters  of  the  old  English  school,  as  Morley,  Tallis,  Pure,  il,  and 
others.  The  following  are  among  the  tunes  of  this  class  :  Sunbury,  p.  153,  Tailis,  p.  123,  Eastport,  p.  39,  Appleton,  p.  140,  and  others.  These  pieces  (originally  chants)  are  in  general 
destitute  of  a  flowing  melody,  and  for  this  reason  are  well  adapted  lo  psalms  mid  hymi.s  consisting  in  narration,  or  such  a»  are  of  a  didactic  character.  They'  may  also  olten  If  aup.ied  to 
words  more  strictly  lyrical  or  devotional,  but  which  require  a  chastened  and  subdued  style  of  performance.  The  tunes  of  this  class,  although  mostly  derived  from  the  works  of  old  c*  a  (lo- 
sers, are  comparatively  new  in  melr      psalmody.    They  alford  a  very  pleasing  variety,  and  are  often  quite  appropriate  and  useful  in  public  worship. 

Fourth  Class.  The  most  popula,  modem  tunes,  or  such  as  have  men  composed  since  about  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century.  This  class  includes  the  great  l«ody  of  English  and 
American  psalm  and  hymn  tunes,  a*  Dover,  p.  154,  Silver  Street,  p.  160,  Shirland,  p.  143,  St.  Thomas  p.  I3S,  Dedham,  p.  129,  Howard,  y.  122,  St.  John's  p.  96,  Duke  Street  and  Mm  in  cli, 
p.  63.  and  many  others.  Tins  is  the  class  of  lunes  now  most  generally  known,  and  in  ihe  present  state  of  the  arl,  most  useful.  In  dignity  and  majesty  of  style,  they  fall  lar  short  ofeil.ier 
ol  the  previous  classes,  but  are  belter  adapted  lo  the  canaciiy  of  common  cnoirs. 

Fifth  Class  Extracts  from  the  works  ol  the  most  celebrated  German  composers,  as  Haydn,  Mozart,  Beethoven,  and  others.  These  authors  never  wrote  psalm  and  hymn  tunes.— 
Those  tunes  that  are  ascribed  to  them  have  been  selected  from  their  various  works,  vocal  and  instrumental,  and  arranged  in  their  present  lorm  by  other  persons.  In  m-ny  insmiices.  only  • 
the  principal  ideas  contained  in  the  tune  have  been  thus  selected  from  the  author  to  whom  it  is  ascribed.  In  such  cases,  more  or  Ws  has  lieen  supplied  by  ihe  arraus  r  or  compiWf.  and 
it  is  usual  to  say :  "  Subject  from  Haydn,"  "  Arranged  from  Mozart,"  &c.  Main  distinguished  English  composers  have  in  this  way  become  cn.nnilers,  and  have  by  heir  lahor»  greatly 
extended  the  boundaries  of  psalmody,  and  added  much  to  ihe  richness  and  variety  ol  style  ol  sacred  n-'^sic.  Among  these,  are  Gardiner,  Taylor,  Wetiiie  and  others.  Tunes  ol  this  Has* 
were  first  introduced  into  this  country  in  the  Handel  and  Haydn  Collection  j  ihey  have  since  been  republished  in  many  books  of  cliu.-ch«music.  This  work  will  I*  found  to  contain  man) 
tunes  belonging  lo  this  class  arranged  expressly  for  it,  and  never  before  published.  These  melodies  ar-  often  delicate,  chaste,  and  beautiful  in  ihe  highest  degree;  but  a»  lliev  neqtiiir  a 
finished  and  tasteful  style  of  performance,  they  cannot  be  very  extensively  used  as  common  church  tunes.  See  Bowen  and  Seasons,  p.  47,  Germany,  p.  68,  Maldtha  and  Dal!a>  f  1*4

Sixth  Class.  New  tunes,  composed  by  German,  English,  and  American  authors,  many  of  which  have  been  procured  expressly  for  this  work,  and  are  now  for  the  first  t:me  puhliv'«eu

p.  155,  Reed  and  Matheson,  p.  192.  Broomfield,  p.  240.  To  this  class,  which  will  be  found  lo  embrace  a  very  great  variety  in  style,  also,  being  most  of  those  tunes  ascrilicd  to  Nageli. 
Kuhler.  Laur,  and  Hiller.  No  one  man  in  modern  times,  has  done  more,  perhaps,  to  promote  ihe  cause  of  musical  education  and  church  music,  than  H.  G.  Nageli,  to  which  greal  object 
he  hus  t>een  almost  entirely  devoted  for  many  years.    His  psalm  and  hymn  tunes  are  in  a  siyle  both  simple  and  novel ;  easy  of  performance,  and  yet  often  highly  pleasing  and  effective. 

The  grateful  acknowledgements  of  the  Boston  Academy  ol  Music  are  due  to  those  gentlemen,  both  European  and  American,  who  have  furnished  music  lor  ibis  work.  Many  original 
tunes  were  received,  which,  for  want  of  room,  it  was  impossible  to  insert.  These  may  appear  at  some  future  time.  In  some  cases,  the  names  of  the  authors  have  been  given  with  ongi- 
lal  tunes,  but  have  often,  at  their  own  request,  been  withheld. 

It  is  thought  proper  to  say  a  few  words  in  relation  to  those  tunes  whose  rhyinlhrmcal  construction  is  alter  the  manner  of  Hebron,  Downs,  and  Olmutz.  These  are  usually  designed  l# 
move  in  a  smooth,  gentle,  and  gliding  style;  Sastemdo,  l^c^r.tn ;  they  should  lie  sung  slowly,  each  measure  taking  about  as  much  tune  as  il  will  lake  Co  descrilie  the  three  l#als,  by  re 
peatmg,  incierately,  ihe  words.  "  Downward  heal,  Hither  heal,  Upward  heal."  These  tunes,  from  their  regular  rhymtmuical  construction,  may  lie  made  lo  conform  lo  psalms  and  hymns, 
essentially -differing  in  their  cLaracter,  or  expressive  ol  very  different  emotions.    They  are  easy  of  performance,  and  are  equally  adapted  to  the  church,  the  social  circle,  or  the  lamily. 

Anthems  and  sct  pieces.  The  variety  in  this  department  will  lie  found  to  he  very  great,  embracing  much  that  is  entirely  new,  selected  from  the  highest  source  of  musical  excel- 
lence.   Such  are  all  those  pieces  adapted  from  the  Masse*  of  Haydn,  Mozart,  and  nther  celebrated  composers. 

Introolxtobv  Rules.  These  have  hecn  prepared  with  great  rare  according  lu  the  Pesialo/.zian  system  ol  instruct  ton,  and  are  the  result  of  much  experience.  The  advantage  of  this 
system  are  so  great  thai  it  only  requires  In  he  known,  to  he  universally  a<fV>pleil  h  requires,  however,  lo  he  studied  hj  ihe  teacher,  until  he  heroines  familiar  with  the  lending  principles 
on  wnich  it  always  proceeds.  The  elementary  principles  of  music  presented  in  ibis  way,  afford  a  pleasing,  useful,  and  intellectual  study,  as  well  tu  the  teacher  as  lo  the  scholar;  they 
must  be  umtcr  stood,  and  not  merely  ".r,inin.itte<l  lo  mtmary.  It  has  l.een  supposed  by  some,  thai  the  principal  difference  between  the  Pesialozziau  and  ihe  old  method  of  instruction,  con 
ststs  ia  the  us"  of  the  Black  Board.  This  is  by  no  means  true  II  M  believed  iIkii  on  either  method  th<  Black  Boa;  '  may  l»  ol  essential  service.  hut  it  is  not  supposed  to  he  any  more 
necessary  to  the  Pestalonzian  man  lo  me  old  system  of  teaching.  The  true  ground  of  the  distinction  between  the  two,  ues  uot  in  the  use  of  the  Black  Board,  but  in  the  admirable  analysis 
of  the  elementary  principles  ot  music  fur&isiied  by  the  Pestalozziaa  method,  and  ui  the  practical  mode  of  presenting  these  principles  to  the  mind  of  the  pupil.

If  this  is  neglected,  all  sub- 
sequent ins  -uction  will  be,  compa  lively,  of  little  value  in  the  following  exercises  the 
He  her  should  first  give  the  example  by  making  the  proper  motioi.s  ;  repeating  at  the  earns 
time  lho*e  words  which  describe  the  motions,  as  downward  beat,  upward  beat;  or  down,  left, 
riglit.  up  ;  or  one,  two,  three,  &c.  and  afterwards  require  the  pupils  to  imitate  him.  Do  not 
to. rate  a  slow,  dragging,  or  circuitous  motion  of  the  hand;  but  let  it  pass  instantly  from  one 
poict  to  the  other.

CHAPTER  III. 

SINGING  IN  CONNEXION  WITH  BEATING  TIME  AND  ACCENT. 

§  20-  The  teacher  gives  out  a  sound  to  the  syllable  la  (a  as  in  father 
or  in  for)  at  a  suitable  pitch  say,  E  or  F — first  line  or  space,  Trelje  clef, 
(disregarding  the  octave  between  male  and  female  voices)  and  after  re- 
peating it  frequently,  calling  the  attention  of  the  school  to  it  in  various 
ways,  requires  those  who  feel  certain  that  they  can  make  the  sound  ri«»ht, 
to  imitate  him;  afterwards  he  requires  those  who  think  it  probable  that 
they  can  make  it  right,  to  imitate;  and  finally,  the  whole.

Teach  them  to  fear  a  rest, 
and  always  to  be  prepared  to  stop  short  whenever  one  occurs,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  ih» 
tune  which  it  requires.  Singers  are  very  apt  to  sing  over  or  across  the  rests,  and  to  pay  but 
little  attention  to  theiu.

THE  SCALE.

§  T4r-  The  human  voice  is  naturally  divided  into  four  classes,  viz 
lowest  male  voices,  or  base;  highest  male  voices,  or  tenor;  lowest 
female  voices,  or  alto;  highest  female  voices,  or  treble.  Boys  before 
thetr  voices  change  also  sing  rhe  alto. 

The  teacher  may  now  exhibit,  as  in  the  following  example,  the  whole  compass  of  the  human 
voice:  point  out  the  difference  between  Base,  Tenor,  Alto  and  Treble,  and  class  the  school 
according  to  these  distinctions.

§  86-  When  a  note  is  sharped,  the  syllable  appropriated  to  it  in 
solmization  terminates  in  the  vowel  sound  c — thus  Do  becomes,  when 
sharped,  De;  Rae  becomes  Re;  Fa,  Fe,  Stc. 

§  8T-    When  a  note  is  flatted,  the  syllable  appropriated  to  it  ter- 
minates in  the  vowel  sound  a  (as  in  fate) — thus,  Do  becomes  Da;  See 
Sa;  La  (lah)  Lay,  Stc.  • 

§  88-  When  a  sharped  or  flatted  note  is  to  be  restored  to  its  natural 
sound,  the  following  character  called  a  natural,  is  placed  before  h. 
A  natural  takes  away  the  force  of  a  flat  or  sharp. 

Note.  The  exercising  of  the  school  upon  the  chromatic  scale  must  be  left  to  the  disrretio* 
of  the  teacher.  Some  attention  to  it  is  very  important.  Kor  examples,  and  farther  illustration 
anil  remarks,  see  "  Manual  of  Instruction  in  the  Klements  of  Vocal  Music.'* 

If  the  Instruction  has  been  thorough  thus  far.  the  school  will  now  be  able  to  sins  a'n  tone* 
in  the  kev  of  C,  whose  rhythmical  construction  is  easy,  without  much  aid  from  the  teacher. 

§  89*  in  commencing  to  sing,  as  the  school  may  now  do,  from  «. 
knowledge  of  the  elementary  principles  of  music,  let  them  at  first  all  sing 
in  unison,  a  single  part,  say  the  Base,  and  then  the  Tenor  and  Alto.  eaci_, 
separately ;  afterwards  these  three  parts  may  be  united,  and  sunw  together, 
all  the  female  voices  singing  Alto.  It  is  highly  important  that  all  the  female 
voices  should  be  exercised  much  on  the  Alto;  that  they  may  have  this 
practise,  it  is  recommended  that  in  the  early  exercise  of  the  school,  the 
Treble  be  altogether  omitted.  When  the  three  parts  go  well  together,  a 
part  of  the  female  voices  may  be  required  to  sing  the  Treble.  It  is  a  very 
good  plan  to  divide  the  Treble  into  two  classes,  and  sometimes  require  one 
and  sometimes  the  other,  to  sr.ii  the  ^Mto.  Experience  proves  that  if  tin' 
toil'  lones  of  female  voices  ar  >.  cultivated  and  brought  out,  there  is  no  tiiffi- 
culty  in  the  exercise  of  the  /ur'wr  lonts,  afterward  The  besi  leuiaie 
singers  always  like  to  sing  Second  or  Alto  The  caielew  and  mdoleut 
are  usually  unwilling  to  sing  this  part 
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§  90  As  *ne  PUP'1S  now  Deg>n  to  sing  from  a  knowledge  of  the  ele- 
mentary principles  of  music,  it  is  considered  highly  important  that  the 
teacher  should  not  sing  with  them,  or  lead  them  on  by  the  mere  power  of 
his  own  voice.  Let  the  school  sing  without  his  aid,  and  while  they  sing, 
let  him  always  beat  and  describe  the  time.  If  a  difficult  passage  occurs, 
let  the  -jupils  beat  and  describe  the  time,  while  the  teacher  sings  the  pas- 
sage aj  it  ought  to  be  sung,  over  and  over  again  if  necessary;  but  when 
they  ling  it,  let  it  be  without  a  teacher's  voice  to  lean  upon.  If  they 
can  not  do  this,  they  have  not  b°en  properly  taught,  and  must  begin  again, 
if  they  ever  hope  to  be  set  rignt.

But  any  other  letter  may  be  taken  as  One  of  the  scale:  and  when  this  is 
done,  the  scale  is  said  to  he  transposed.  Thus,  if  D  be  taken  as  On-?, 
the  scale  is  said  to  be  transposed  to  D,  or  to  be  in  the  key  of  D;  if  E  be 
taken  as  One  the  scale  is  "said  to  be  in  E,  &c. 

§  92-  1°  tne  tranposition  of  the  scale,  care  must  be  taken  to  preserve 
the  relative  order  ofthe  tones  and  semitones;  i.  e.  from  three  to  four,  and 
from  seven  to  eight,  must  always  be  semitones,  and  the  rest  whole  tones, 
whatever  may  be  the  key.

CHAPTER  XIV. 

MINOR  SCALE.

CHAPTER  XVIII. 

§  Musical  sounds  may  be  either  soft  or  loud.  From  this  fact,  in 

the  nature  of  musical  sounds,  arises  the  necessity  of  the  third  department 
in  the  elements  of  music,  ealled  dynamics,  which  treats  of  the  force  or 
strength  of  sounds. 

§  168-  A  sound,  be  it  loud  or  soft,  must  still  be  of  a  good  quality. 
It  must  never  be  so  soft,  or  so  loud,  as  to  injure  the  quality  of  tone. 

DYNAMIC  DEGREES. 

§  169-  mezzo.  *  A  sound  produced  by  the  ordinary  exertion  of  the 
oigans,  is  a  medium  or  middle  sound;  it  is  called  mezzo,  and  is  marked  m. 

§  170-  piano.  A  sound  produced  by  some  restraint  of  the  organs, 
is  a  soft  sound,  it  is  called  piano,  (pronounced  peano)  and  is  marked  p. 

§  171-  Fokre  A  sound  Droduced  by  a  strong  or  full  exertion  of 
the  organs,  is  a  loud  sound;  it  is  called  forte,  and  is  marked f. 

§  172*  Mezzo,  Piano  and  Forte, are  Italian  words,  which,  by  long 
usage,  have  become  technical  terms  in  music,  and  are  used  by  all  nations.

DYNAMIC  tones. 

A  tone  which  is  commenced,  continued  and 
ended  with  an  equal  degree  of  force,  is  called  an  organ  tone.

CHAPTER  XX. 

EXPRESSION  OP  WORDS,  IN  CONNEXION  WITH  SOUNDS,  AND  MI  SCELLANEOUS  DIRECTIONS. 

§  X85-  Besides  the  dynamic  designations  of  the  last  chapter, 
vocal  expression  depends  essentially  on  Articulation,  Accent,  Pause  and 
Emphasis. 

§  1 8G-  vowel  sounds.  The  vowel  sounds  only  should  be  sustained  in 
singing.  It  is  on  these  alone  that  the  voice  should  dwell.  Theyshouldbede- 
livered  with  accuracy,  and  carefully  prolonged,  without  being  changed.  To 
insure  this,  the  organs  of  sound  should  be  immovably  fixed  from  the  begin- 
ning to  the  end  of  a  sound;  not  the  least  change  should  be  allowed  in  the 
position  of  the  lips,  teeth,  tongue  or  throat ;  nor  indeed  of  the  head  or  body. 

It  is  a  very  common  fault  for  singers  to  change  the  vowel  sounds,  and  dwell  not  on  the  radical 
or  principal  sound,  but  on  the  vanish  or  closing  sound  :  thus  a  becomes  e  ;  o,  oo ;  &c.  In  the 
word  "  gre»t"  for  example,  instead  of  dwelling  steadilv  ur  >n  the  vowel  sound  a,  the  singer

§  187-  consonants.  Articulation  is  almost  entirely  dependant  oo 
the  consonants.  These  should,  therefore,  receive  very  particular  atten- 
tion, and  be  delivered  o~  articulated  very  quickly,  smartly,  forcibly,  dis- 
tinctly, and  with  the  greatest  precision.  The  neglect  of  a  careful  utterance 
of  the  consonants,  is  a  principal  cause  of  indistinctness  in  singing. 

§  188-  accent.  Accent  is  as  important  in  singing  as  in  speaking. 
If  the  poetry  be  regular  in  its  construction,  and  ispro-.erly  adapted  to  the 
music,  the  accentuation  of  the  two  will  correspond,  '.f  otherwise,  that  of 
the  former  must,  in  general,  be  attended  to,  and  the  musical  accent 
made  to  conform  to  it. 

§  189-  fause.  Pauses,  both  grammatical  and  rhetorical,  are  abo 
essential  to  good  singing.  In  general,  when  necessary,  they  must  be 
obtained,  not  by  a  pause  in  the  time,  the  computation  of  which  should 
be  regularly  carried  on,  but  by  shortening  the  preceding  note;  as  in  the 
following  example,  viz:

190-  emphasis.  Emphatic  words  should  be  given  with  a  greater 
or  less  degree  of  the  explosive  tone  (sf.),  without  reference  to  rhythmical 
accent.  In  common  psalmody  its  application  is  often  very  difficult,  from 
a  want  of  a  proper  adaptation  of  the  poetry  to  the  music,  or  appropriate- 
ness of  one  to  the  other.  The  effect  of  emphasis  may  often  be  increased 
by  a  momentary  pause. 

§  opening  of  the  mouth.  The  mouth  should  in  general  be  so 

far  opened  as  to  admit  the  end  of  the  fore  finger  freely  between  the  teet!i. 
Sfcigers  do  not  usually  open  their  mouths  sufficiently  wide  to  give  a  tree 
and  full  passage  to  the  sound.

(7)  Take  breath  no  more  frequently  than  is  necessary. 

(8)  Kxoreisoa  on  the  explosive  tone  (/:.)  will  greatly  assist  in  acquir- 
ing t lie  ait  of  taking  breath.

It  is  iv>t  sufficient  for  the  teacher  to  say  that  a  cer- 
lan  tault  exists,  he  must  actually  point  it  out,  or  exhibit  it  by  his  own 
performance,  and  this  over  and  over  Again,  until  the  pupils  obtain  a  clear 
perception  of  it,  ami  know  both  how  to  produce  it,  and  how  to  avoid  it. ; 

§  t  f>£|.    In  all  roeal  performance  attend  to  the  spirit  of  tho  words.  I 
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Enter  into  those  emotions  which  aro  expressed  by  the  poetry.  Avoid 
dull,  heavy,  unmeaning,  unfeeling,  automaton-like  style  of  performance 
and  cultivate  thu  which  comes  from  the  heart,  which  is  energetic,  which 
has  some  soul,  some  meaning,  and  which  is  appropriate  to  the  circum- 
stances and  to  the  ocasion.  The  composer  does  but  furnish  the  mere 
skeleton,  and  it  depends  upon  the  performer  to  say  whether  that  inanimato 
form  shall  live,  and  breathe,  and  move  so  as  to  take  deep  hold  of  the  af 
lections  and  control  the  feelings  of  others,  thus  producing  tho  effects  for 
which  music  is  designed,  and  for  which  it  is  so  admirably  adapted. 

CONCLUDING  R  CM  AUKS. 

Modi  of  instruction.  It  is  not  considered  necessary  that  the  foregoing  instructions 
should  he  committed  to  memory  and  r«  oiled  by  the  pupils  ;  Uiev  are  rather  inlonded  an  a  means 

of  tiling  the  method  of  proceeding  fully  in  the  mind  of  the  teacher ;  or  as  a  test  for  rum,  the 
subjects  of  which,  are  to  he  brought  before  the  school  iu  familiar  lectures,  and  stated,  ei- 
pi  lined,  and  illustrated  according  to  his  discretion.  Should  any  teacher,  however,  prefer  ihe 
other  method,  (that  of  committing  to  memory)  be  can  easily  point  out  to  the  pupils  those  sec- 
tions which  he  wishes  Ihein  to  commit,  distinguishing  them  from  (hose  which  are  more  partic- 
ularly intended  as  mere  directions  to  the  teacher,  and  which  will  readily  be  petceiyed. 

BLACK  boarii.  The  teaeher  will  nred  a  Black  Board,  with  two  staffs  drawn  across  it.  A 
convenient  sue  is  found  to  he.  say  shout  sii  feet  long  and  two  and  a  half  feet  wide.  The  lines 
tt"  the  staff  to  be  painted  white,  and  about  an  inch  apart.  The  board  should  be*placcd_hack  of 
ihe  teacher,  and  ill  such  a  position  is  that  when  the  pupils  lace  him  thev  will  have  a  full  view 
of  it.  With  common  chalk  (prepared  or  refined  is  better)  he  should  write  the  examples, 
rhythmical,  melodic,  ami  dynamic  by  w  ay  of  illustration  and  for  practise.  He  should  always 
go  on  the  principle  of  teaching  one  thing  at  a  time,  and  not  proceed  until  each  lesson  is  un- 
derstood. A  small  light  rod  or  stick;  two  or  three  feet  long,  will  be  found  convenient  for 
pointing  to  the  board,  and  for  seating  time. 

Sinuinc  bv  Horn.  In  the  hrst  commencement  of  a  school  it  is  very  desirable  loutroduce 
Immediately,  singing  by  rote.    Its  advantages  arc,

Sd.  It  ha*  a  tendency  to  improve  both  the  ear  and  the  voice 

3d.  It  gives  the  teacher  an  opportunity  to  collect  numerous  faults,  as  it  respects  the  delivery 
of  the  voice,  quality  of  tone,  and  style  and  manner  of  perlVmanco. 

Singing  by  role  may  profitably  occupy,  perhaps,  at  different  intervals,  a  quarter  or  the  ti  ne 
devoted  To  the  first  US,  or  perhaps  twelve,  lessojfe  ;  after  which.  Ihe  pupils  will  have  made  so 
much  progress  as  to  be  able  to  sing  from  a  knowledge  of  the  elementary  principles  of  music  ; 
when  thev  have  onee  arrived  at  this  point,  singing  bv  rote  and  bywords  should  be  given  up 
enlirelv .  and  singing  from  a  knowledge  of  elementary  principles,  in  Ire  use  of  the  syllables  ol 
sol  nu  tation,  should  bo  substituted  for  it. 

Fis  ai  i.y.  It  itust  not  be  supposed  that  vocal  music  can  be  taught  in  a  few  lessons,  or  in  a 
short  t:me.  It  is  at  least  as  difficult  to  acquire  a  practical  kuow|ed?e  of  singing,  as  it  is  to 
acquire  a  practical  Vnowl-dge  of  l  atin  or  (.reek,  or  any  mooern  language,  and  indeed  much 
more  so  .  for.  while  one  dermis  Imost  exclusively  on  intellectual  application  and  exertion, 
the  othei  depends  essentially  on  th»  cultivation  of  taste,  and  of  those  faculties  winch  can  only 
be  'wsdually  improved  by  an  ludastneAts,  patient  and  persevering  course  of  practise.
